1. DETAILED ACTION 

2. This communication is a notice of allowability in response to RCE filed on 10/22/2010. 
Claims 9-16, 18, 19, 21, 22, 24-30 are allowed. 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/22/2010 has been entered. 

4. Response to Amendment 
5. Applicant's argument with respect to claim 9-16, 18, 19, 21, 22, 24-30 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, Claim Rejections under 35 USC 103 as of 06/24/2010 
has been withdrawn 

6. Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 9-16, 18, 19, 21, 22, 24-30 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

9. Applicant's arguments presented on page 13 of the response (Remarks/ Arguments) Filed 
on 10/22/2010 are deemed to be persuasive, particularly the argument directed to the switching 
feature. For the reasons presented by the Applicant, claims 9-16, 18, 19, 21, 22, 24-30 are 
deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record. 

10. Neither the best prior art Shropshire (WO 02/0598 1) , nor the best Non-Patent Literature 
Alibozek ("Smart software Builds a Better Harness") discloses or teaches the limitation: 
"switching back and forth between the first view and the second view such that, in the first view, 
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the valid routings between the zones are displayed without showing the valid routings within the 

zones and, in the second view, the valid routings within the zones are displayed". 

11. Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later than the
